Prior.to:the enactment/ot the: First begalyTénder Act no-efficial WU. 5, 
paper money existed. With the start of the Civil War metallic money was hoarded 
and a serious financial situation arose. The intense debate in Congress over the 
desirability of issuing paper money is a strong reminder of the hazards of this 
type of currency. Despite many misgivings the Act was passed purely as an emer- 
gency measure, Fortunately, all U. S. paper money issued since the First Legal 
Tender Act became a law is still redeemable in coin and is acceptable throughout 
the world. 


The collecting of U. S. paper money can satisfy a wide variety of interests. 
These include collecting by denomination and type. Different signatures related 
to different denominations or types are also available. Some collectors find en- 
joyment in collecting certain combinations of serial numbers and there is a limited 
interest in plate numbers. Even ''mint marks" exist in paper money through the 
collecting of the 12 different Federal Reserve Bank Notes. Freaks are varied and 
plentiful. 


In addition to the regular U. S. Notes there are other collectable areas. 
The collecting of Confederate paper money and the broken bank notes is receiving 
considerable attention. Other possibilities include Prisoner of War currency, 
commercial script, clearing house checks and, of course, Continental Currency. 
In fact, there are few coins or tokens that do not have their counterpart in paper.

The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society met in the 
Carnegie Museum Library, Tuesday, September 4, 1962 at 8 P.M. 
Richard Foley presided. Present were 13 members and 3 guests. 
The speaker of the evening was Ray Byrne who talked on 
"The Case of the Confusing Mint Marks". The essence of Mr. 
Byrne's paper related around the mint marks of Lima vs. Potosi 
vs. Peopayan. He indicated that collectors of the coins of the 
early Spanish American mints find it difficult to properly 
attribute certain coins struck at the above listed mints. This 
is due to the lack of remaining designs on these early pieces 
which was a direct result of the crude minting methods used; 
but more so because of tle similarity in the use of the letter 
“p* as the mark at all 3 of these mints. Ray Byrne informed 
the society that the differentiation of these mints is based on 
the date appearing on the coin in question and the assayors 
initial which also appeared on the coin on the reverse at diagonal 
corners from the mint letters. The student can only identify by 
the latter method if he has the proper references listing these 
assayors and the time of their tenureship at the particular mint.

Incorporated as a nonprofit organization, the Lewis M. Reagan 
Memorial Foundation, Inc., is an entity independent of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association, although it seeks and is assured of 
complete A.N.A. cooperation and sponsorship. Its governing body 
is made up of prominent A.N.A. members. 


The Foundation has been organized to perpetuate the memory of the 
late A.N.A. General Secretary, Lewis M. Reagan, by assuring that those 
numismatic features which he held important will be continued and that 
his hopes and plans will come true. 


Lew Reagan sacrificed much so that his time could be devoted to the 
A.N.A. He turned down a teaching appointment at Annapolis, Md. Con- 
tracts for textbooks on mathematics were sometimes signed, often not. 
Frequently weekends were away from home to attend coin conventions. And 
always he thought of ways and means whereby numismatics could be ad- 
vanced and made better. 


Funds accruing to the Foundation are to be used to continue all present 
A.N.A. awards if for any reason donors fail to support their sponsorships. 


The Foundation will establish scholarships at colleges and universities 
which teach numismatic courses. 


The Foundation will underwrite the publication of worthwhile numis- 
matic books, etc. 


The Foundation will assist numismatic projects that are deemed to be 
in the general interest. 


Through this Foundation, the memory of Lewis M. Reagan will 
serve the cause of numismatics and the programs of the American Numis- 
matic Association.

of the credit for this phenomenal growth can be attributed directly to the untiring 
efforts of this one man. He sponsored a large percentage of the newcomers into the 
organization. He collaborated with others in devising methods of holding the interest 
of the active membership. Old timers were granted their original numbers and had 
their rightful seniority restored. Wherever he traveled, with whomever he met or 
carried on a correspondence he made new friends, and tactfully kept in touch with 
the old. Somehow, he found time to attend to their whims and fancies, numismatical 
or otherwise. Lew, as he will always be known by his hundreds of devoted friends, 
seemed to feel that every member was, more or less, his personal charge. 


The membership felt and appreciated this personalized touch. The office in Wichita 
was a focal point of activity, with mountains of mail awaiting his personal attention. 
At the big conventions, it was always “Check with Lew.” As the membership grew, 
so did the amiable Secretary’s roster of friends. They presented him with a special 
award in 1954, the same year that he received the Farran Zerbe Memorial Award. 
Both were for distinguished service and his many contributions to the Association. His 
popularity attained such heights, over the passing years, that members and officers 
alike looked upon him as the A.N.A. itself. 


His participation was eagerly sought in all important numismatic events. His 
presence assured its success. His sage comments from the rostrum were treated with 
the highest regard, whether in a coin meeting or his class at the University. Hidden 
beneath the serious vein of his remarks was a keen sense of humor, sometimes as dry 
as his Midwestern drawl. He fully enjoyed an amusing story but became the absent 
minded professor when asked to retell it. 


The dramatic part of Reagan’s life was that he never lived to reap the harvest or 
receive the accolades properly due for his unselfish endeavors. Time ran out on this 
man who let no personal sacrifices hinder the progress of the great numismatic organi- 
zation he guided. What prompted such ardent loyalty? 


Lew loved the A.N.A. He loved to contribute his efforts to the administrative duties, 
to its great conventions and to its network of other activities. He loved the fraternal 
aspects more than he loved the science of numismatics phase. Above all, he loved 
the contacts he made with its many members, be they young, old, rich, poor, collector, 
novice or dealer. It was his life! 


The fraternal spirit was initiated by the founder of the Association, Dr. George 
F. Heath, strongly advocated by its great numismatic scholar, Farran Zerbe, but actu- 
ally put into practice and graciously sponsored by the genial General Secretary. May 
the memory of Lewis Martin Reagan, a man dedicated to the spirit of brotherhood and 
understanding of his fellow man, be forever enshrined in the chronicles of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association. — Jack W. Ocitvir, A.N.A. Historian

The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society met in 
the Carnegie Museum Library, Tuesday, February 5, 1963 at 
ee ee Richard Foley presided. Present were 14 membes and 
4 guests. 

The speaker of the evening was Richard Foley who talked 
on "Sommer Island Coins". The largest collection of Sommer 
Island pieces probably in the world was on display at this 
meeting. This included original coins, commemorative coins, 
struck copies, mules, and tokens. Part of the above display 
was the George H. Clapp (one of the founders of the Western 
Pennsylvania Numismatic Society) collection of Sommer Island 
pieces which are contained in the Carnegie Museum collection. 
It included the 1616 shilling, 1612 6 pence, 1616 3 pence of 
which there are only 3 known, and the 1616 2 pence, Mr. Clapp 
spent a lifetime attempting to obtain the 1616 3 pance, and the 
story is told that he found it in Bermuda and the deal was con- 
summated on the gangplank of the ship as he was leaving the 
islands. Foley evolved the history of the Sommer Islands, later 
known as the Bermuda Islands, in an interesting manner from the 


time of the original Spanish records of 1515 and Admiral Sommer*s

shipwreck in 1609, In view of the number of hogs which invaded 
the island as a result of the shipwreck, the island was known 
as “Hog Island" and the coins as “hog money" or “hoggies." 
Foley described in detail the various pieces on exhibit and had 
an attractive, unusual, and unique copy of Wuesthoff die struck 
over a 1879 United States #10 gold piece. It is one of two 
known and one of five pieces of any die ever reported counter- 
struck over a United States gold coin.

Richard Foley presided. Present were 11 members and 2 guests. 


William W. Woodside talked on "The Money of the Isle 


of Man." Mr. Woodside developed the history of the Isle of 


Man from the time of the Vikings about 800 A.D. and the Rule 
under the Scandanavian Kings of Dublin. He took the history 
thru the period of 1266 when it was controlled by the Scots and 
how it fluctuated between England and Scotland until 1333 when 
it came under English rule. In 1406, the Crown granted the 
Islands rule to Sir John Stanley and 12 others of his family, 
the Earls of Derby, who ruled it until James Stanley died in 
1736. Prior to 1505, the ruling Stanley's called themselves 
Kings, however, to please the reigning monarchs of England, they 
changed their title to “Lord of Man." As of 1829, all the 
privileges of the Lords of Man became vested in the British 
Crown. Today, it is still a Crown dependency, separated from 


Great Britain, to which acts of the British parliament do not

apply unless so stated. It has a lieutenant governor, its own 


parliament, (Tynwald Court), the lower house known as the House 


of Keys, which is one of the oldest legislative bodies in the 


world. It has its own courts, and its own bar, and many other 


peculadr institutions. Today Elizabeth II rules the Island as 
“Lord of Man." 

Mr. Woodside devoted some time in discussing the 
various devices on the coins and tokens including the Stanley 
family crest which is an eagle with wings spread standing over 
an infant which lies upon an ornate cap called a “Cap of Main- 
tenance." He infamed us that prior to the 17th century, there 
was no Manx Money, but Roman, Anglo-Saxon, English, Irish, 
Scotish, and Danish coins. 

The first pieces struck for Man were brass penny tokens 
issued in 1668 by John Murrey, a merchant of Douglas. These 
tokens are of great rarity. The remainder of his talk centered 
around a discussion and exhibit of the various coins of this 
island and he used his exhibit to illustrate this most interesting 
money of the Isle of Man.

You are probably aware of the existence of many official restrikes, 
as well as forgeries of gold coins of the XIXth and early XXth Cen- 
turies, which have appeared on the market in recent years in dif- 
ferent countries. 


These are either ordinary coins struck in large numbers, or rarities. 
Some bear a mark to differentiate them from the originals, others do 
not. All of them have one common purpose; to use for commercial 
gain the attraction gold has for the general public and to indulge in 

a speculative gamble. 


Although up till now the manufacturing methods used have enabled 
us to recognize these pieces, this procedure by its very magnitude 
raises a serious Numismatic problem. 


As you well know many collectors are interested in modern coins and 
form a very active branch of numismatics. It is however probable 
that when all the rare XIXth century coins have been restruck by the 
thousand, many collectors will abandon numismatics altogether. 


The importance of this problem has not escaped the American 
Administration and in July last the American Treasury Department 
instituted severe restrictions to prevent the entry of forgeries and 
restrikes into the United States of America. 


In the name of the I.A.P.N. we should like to have the advice of your 
Society on this question, and to that end we enclose a questionnaire. 


We would be glad if you would kindly fill it in and return it to the 
address shown on the questionnaire.

The Western Pennsylvania. Numismatic Society met 
in the Carnegie Museum Library, Tuesday, May 7, 1963 at 8 P.M. 
Present were 17 members. Richard Foley presided. 

The program of the evening consisted of a talk by 
Dr. James Sloss, "The United States Gold Ring Dollars.” Dr. 
Sloss stated that this pattern was first introduced in 1836 
by Patterson. Ten (10) pieces were counterstruck in gold which 
was alloyed with copper and these were struck on the first 
steam press. He informed us that he only knows of three (3) 
with an up-side-down reverse. Nothing was done about this 


particular type. until 1849 when three (3) were engraved in 


gold. In 1852, a larger coin was considered with a circular 


hole. Two (2) specimens were struck over a $2.50 gold piece. 


The idea back of the hole, was that it made it easier to holé@ 
this piece between the thumb and forefinger. Dr. Sloss dis- 
cussed the various pieces and exhibited coins from his own 
collection. 

This brings to a total of seven (7) pieces known 
of any die counterstruck on a U. 8. gold coin. The pieces 


are as follows: 
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Two (2) ring dollars struck over U.S. $2.50 
gold pieces. 
Two (2) Wuesthoff Bermuda dies counterstruck on 


a 1879 and 1880 U. 8S. $10.00 gold piece. 


The Massachusetts and California $5.00 gold piece 


counterstruck on a U.S. undated $5.00 gold piece. 

Clark Gruber 1861 $20.00 gold piece counterstruck 

on a U.S. 1857 S mint $20.00 gold piece. 

At ia. . Conway pioneer gold piece counterstruck 

on a $5.00 U. S. 1845 gold piece.
